came the cries, which Shannon in vain tried to stifle by shutting a win- 
dow down on the prisoner's neck and by choHng and beating the pris- 
oner until from sheer exhaustion the cries were hushed. Judge Mann, 
in his oily manner, took occasion to thank tne audience for Its "per- 
fect conduct" during the excitement. Such is life tinder "law and 
order." 

A certain conception is prevalent among he petty cockroach new* 
sheets which showsla pitiful misunderstanding of the situation. 

The vicious actions of the police are astrlbed iu the language of 
these papers to "narrow-mindedness." "stuplllty," "Ignorance of con- 
stitutional rights," cite. 

"Stupid"? Ignorant? Well perhaps thi hirelings can thus be 
labeled. Hut the powers behind— the real enemy? Never! They 
understand only too well what they are doing. Like the revolutionary 
I. W. W.. they understand that it is a case of crush or be crushed, that 
a militant, evergrowing industrial union which frankly states that its 
ultimate aim is to unite the workers into clais-conscious organization 
to take possession of the earth is not compatible witli their future 
welfare — or existence.

The conditions for work around this neck of 
the woods is fair— that is, if you wau« pleuty of 
work and small pay. The Itasca Lumber Com- 
pany pays from |2G to $35 per month); hospital 
fees 75 cents per month; lousy bunks And plenty 
of liver. There is one good feature about the 
Itasca Lumber Company — they hclicvejthat their 
slaves should have all the liver they vfant. The 
slaves call it the gut and liver outfit, but I must 
Bay that the well-fed slaves arc beginning to see 
the light of Industrial unionism; thoy are be- 
ginning to see that there are belter tilings than 
liver to work for in this world. 

Local No. 421 is doing nicely considering the 
conditions. We have been organized Since July 
25 and we now have 185 members, i We have 
asked several small business men who were in 
the local to take withdrawal cards. Some of 
them are doing a little kicking, but tl ut doesn't 
hurt us much. If they were good 1 nlon men 
they would try and help Instead of knock. 1 
lost my job a month ago at the Eropla Hotel for 
agitating. My master at thnt time, he Orner- 
able W. A. Everton, likes the 1. W. about as 
well as he does e. snake. 

I forgot to mention that 1 am a bartender— 
lovely trade, isn't It? 1 believe I had rather be 
a sky pilot. One of the fellow worl ers asked 
him why he fired me and he said that there waa 
too much damned I. W. W.. He salt if a cus- 
tomer came up to the bar he (meaning me) 
tried to get two dollars out of hlnji for tlm 
union. Of course, Papa wanted that two dollars 
spent for booz«\ Papa needs the money. We 
have one union bartender at the European hotel. 
Local No. 424 decided to get union carjls for the 
bartenders and barbers to hang on the cash 
registers, that little box tho boss likes so well. 
1 was supposed to distribute the cards and see 
that they were in their prois»r places. But my 
former boss did not like the look of th<j>so cards; 
the I. W. \V. in big red letters did not [appeal to 
his fancy. After I left he grabbed I he cards 
and tore them up. I have been expecting to 
get yobed for some time by way of thej club, but 
nothing has developed as yet. Whenl it conies 
we are on the job.

TO RAISE. FREE SPEECH ARMY. 

Meeting Called to Get 1,000 Men to Aid Spo- 
kane Convention. 

At a meeting of the Free Speech Committee 
which will be held this evening at the Labor 
Lyceum, 241 East Eighty-fourth Street, a move- 
ment will be launched to send one thousand 
unemployed men In New York out to Spokane, 
Wash., to become martyrs to the free apeech 
campaign being Inaugurated in that city. 

According to "Doc" ben Kelt man. one of the 
organizers of the movement, several thousand 
unemployed men will be recruited from, cities 
all over the country aud sent to Spokane to 
help out the cause. Tho Industrial Workers 
of the World are in session in tho Western 
city, and the attempts of many of them to 
speak on street corners has stirred up .trouble 
with the police. 

A few days ago 300 men were arrested In one 
day for attempting to speak in the street. As 
fast as one one man was arrested auother 
would. take his place, only to be arrested In 
turn. This kept up until there were no moro 
individuals to be arrested and the cry weut out 
for recruits from other cities. 

As It will cost considerable money to pay the 
fares of 1.000 men to the l'acitlc Coast, the 
sympathizers of the Industrial Workers here 
will suggest that the unemployed men obo" 
their way to Spokane. At the meeting t night 
the prluclpal speakers are expected to b Rose 
Pastor StQkes and her husband, J. O. Phelps 
Stokes; Frank lioehn. Harry Kelly, and Fred- 
eric Isler. Leonard Abbott will be chairman.—

The home-guard wage slave married to a 
Job has beeu lull U into the belief that the 
tourist or the bobc* is a peculiar type of ar.i- 
mal, not even a man. A tramp is a tramp, and 
what's a tramp? Especially is tnls true in the 
cast. They do no. realize that in America, in 
i ho last twelve yurs or more, has developed 
a proletariat that (ravels, aud when ho travels 
lie need not be wrapped in cotton, reclining in a 
Pullmau. Ho travus on the rods, he travels on 
a box car, he travtls on a gondola, he travels 
on top of a fast mitlor, but travel he does. 
Now, whats tho raveling about? Why, tho 
traveling is to get a Jcb. Now Ibis Job is not 
everything, becuust the tourist nover marries 
a Job. Ho is prcjarcd to quit his boss any 
time of tho day. lie geueruily has uo respect 
lor tho boss interest, for ho has learned by 
bitter eitppriencti t| a t there Is never a harmony 
of li.terest bciwcet tho employer aud tho em- 
ploye. This iighthg tourist, this advonturous 
hobo, is going to >lay a very earnest part in 
t'.ie oncoming socia revolution, despite tho pro- 
phesies and predictions of respoctable social- 
ists and no-sociali^s. 

A great deal of objection has been heard, 
from a very intellectual source, to an expression 
that has been born of conditions that the pen- 
derous intellect referred to, can not understand. 
That expression is "Hallelujah. I'm a bum," 
sung in derision an4 with contempt by I. W. W. 
nomads. At the tine of the birth of this song, 
without doubt then was not the dialectic nor 
even the metaphysical method of -reasoning em- 
ployed. It was the result of a happy thought 
born in the brain of a so-called "bum." A happy 
thought, because tlr song has taken hold.

And. right an the outside of the mine, 
for days, women, newly made widows, children, 
newly made orphan*, wonder what their future

things, of a weeping woman, weeping without 
tears because the tear glands have served their 
function too well, of a little baby boy or girl 
tugging at this wontin g skirts on a frosty day, 
whispering "Mamma. Where's papa?" when papa 
has been murdered, cruelly, damnably mur- 
dered, while cumins bread for his wife and 
little ones. Perhaps they do not want us to talk

feudal serfs of Europe in the days when feudal 
lords held sway were clothed' and fed and
